They will review this suggestion and any other ideas that might 
be in QCWA's best interest - including other possible changes 
in our Constitution and/or By-laws. 

Finally, this same member has now written a third suggestion, 
along the same lines, to the Restructuring Committee - with 
copies to all QCWA officers and directors and to the secretar- 
jes of QCWA chapters. While this may be his right, | might 
point out that this has caused a great deal of confusion. Many 
members have erroneously arrived at the opinion that this member 
was acting in some official capacity on behalf of your officers 
and directors. It should be pointed out that many members of 
QCWA have, during the past two years, informed us that they are 
not in favor of a change in our Board structure. 


The Restructuring Committee is studying the overall problems 
of updating the constitution in line with the requirements for 
qualifying for the IRS (c)(3) non-profit status. The Committee 
will officially report to your Board and the Board will then 
take whatever action appears to be in the best interests of our 
members. 


The membership should know that your Board has devoted a great 
deal of time and thought to the many questions which arise from 
time to time; and they are most responsive to the needs of the 
Association.

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QCWA BOARD MEETING 


The QCWA Board of Directors met in session for 6 hours on 
September 10 and another 3 hours on September 12. Many items 
of business were discussed and an "Executive Committee!’ was 
designated to expedite action on some matters between regular 
Board meetings. Members designated were Frank Gunther, W2ALS; 
H.H. Robionson, W4QR; and Mark Devaney, K4IDC. 


Approval was granted for a QCWA Convention in Houston, TX, 
in September 1976. Approval was also granted for a QCWA con- 
vention to be sponsored by the Northwest Council of QCWA in 
conjunction with the ARRL Northwest Division Convention in 
Seattle, Washington, in July 1977. A QCWA Convention to be 
sponsored by San Diego Chapter in 1978 in connection with the 
ARRL National convention was also approved, 


Recent monetary contributions to QCWA and memorial. gifts 
were discussed. A study Is being made to determine what use 
should be made of these funds. The possility of establishing 
a QCWA Scholarship was considered. 


Considerable time was spent considering actions necessary to 
qualify QCWA for the IRS (c)(3) non-profit status. It was 
decided to appoint a Restructuring Committee to study all of 
thé problems and to come up with one consolidated recommenda- 
tion for changes in the Constitution and By-laws. 


It was voted to award, posthumously, a "Distinguished Service 
Award'' to Dr. A.L. Walsh, W2BW, who served as a Director from 
the inception of QCWA through 1968 and who was an active sup- 
porter of QCWA until his death in May of this year. A merit- 
orfous Service Award was voted for George Sperry, W4UKA, for 
his many years of outstanding service to QCWA. The award to 
be presented at the convention luncheon. 


It was voted to use the QCWA Memorial Call, W2MM, in con- 
nection with the 1976 QCWA QSO Party and in all future QCWA 
operations. The proposal for a second QSO Party in the Fal] 
was disapproved. A bid from Gator Chapter to sponsor the 1976 
QSO Party was approved. A new "Worked 60 Chapters Certificate!’ 
was approved and also a new "'QCWA WAS Certificate'' was approved. 
The Operating Activities Manager was authorized to purchase 
necessary certificates and plaques for approved operating 
activities and contests. 


A request for commercial advertising space in the QCWA News 
was considered and accepted. A price structure for advertising 
was established: $100 per issue for a full page, $60 for 1/2

OFFICIAL RULES 


CONTACTS: Each contact made with another QCWA member will count 
——————~ contacts points in accordance with the following: 

1. Contact with member living in the same or adjacent 
country counts as one (1) point. (48 contiguous 
states in US. Other states & possessions use rule 2,) 

2. Contact with member living in nearby country or state 
that is separated from your own by at least one inter- 
vening country or an ocean, counts two (2) points. 

3. Contact with member living on different continent 
counts five (5) points 

4. Contact with the QCWA Memorial Station W2MM/4 
counts two (2) points. 

5. Contact with any ‘Distinguished Member'' holding a 
50-year or 60-year Anniversary Award (signified by 
letter ''D'' after QSO Number) adds one (1) point 
for each such contact.. 


For the first time, you will count a CW contact and a 
phone contact with the same station as separate contacts. 
Otherwise duplicate contacts on different bands do not 
count. 


CHAPTER MULTIPLIERS: Each different chapter represented in 
your contacts counts as a multiplier. 


SCORING: Number of QSO Contact Points (See 1,2,3,4 above) 
plus number of "Distinguished Members'' worked 
(See 5 above) = Total Contact Points. 


Total number of different chapters worked 
times Contact Points = Total Score. 


RECOMMENDED FREQUENCIES:

The above frequencies are recommended in order to reduce 
some of the QRM. With the exception of the 160 meter 
bani le general class 20 meter band, all suggested 
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QCWA QSO PARTY RULES- Cont'd 
frequencies start at xx40 and end at xx60 kHz. These 
frequencies were chosen as the segment where there is 
a minimum of net operation. Contacts made on any net 
operation will not count for contact points, 


For calling ''CQ,'' call on the frequency ending 
in the same digit as your call letter district. e.g., 
W7 would call only on 14247 or 14257 kHz on the 20- 
meter phone band. On 80 meter CW it would be 3547 
or 3557 kHz. W4 would call on 14244 or 14254 kHz and 
3544 or 3554 kHz. This restriction does not apply to 
stations outside the continental limits of the United 
States. 


DISTINGUISHED MEMBERS: Each member holding the 50-year or 
0-year Anniversary Award is to be known as a ''Distin- 
guished Member'! and will add the suffix '"'D! after his 
QSO number. Each such station worked will count as 
an extra contact point. “ 


CHAPTER AFFILIATION: Members should identify their chapter 
affilfation clearly, using abbreviations where 
possible. At Large stations, not affiliated with a 
chapter, should send "'none'' in the CW sequence in 

order to avoid confusion. Persons belonging to 

more than one chapter must select one chapter and 


list it consistently throughout the contest. 


MEMORIAL STATION: W2MM is the QCWA Memorial Station. This 
year, and in the future, the host chapter of the 
QSO Party will use the call W2MM/x in their area. 
If you contact W2MM/4 during the Party, count two (2) 
points. Send a QSL of your own along with your log 
and QCWA will send you a special memorial card. 


AWARDS: The Annual Operating Award plaque will be presented 
to the high-scoring station in the Party. The plaque 
is now in the possession of Don McClenon, W3IN, the 
winner of the 1975 QSO Party. Presentation of the 
award, engraved with the name of the new winner, will 
be made in June 1976, under the auspicies of the 
Gator Chapter. Scores will be printed in full in 
the June 1976 issue of the QCWA Newsletter. 


CHAPTER COMPETITION: This year the Board will award appropriate 
certificates to the top three chapters with hiahest 
aggregate scores. Be sure to indicate your chapter.

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QCWA MEMBERSHIP 


Applicants for QCWA membership must have held an Amateur 
Radio license at least 25 years ago and must, at the time of 
applying, hold a valid Amateur license. Proof of eligibility 
must be shown. Headquarters has a library of old call books 
which will provide proof in most cases. 


An Entry Fee of $3 is charged for initial membership. Dues 
in the amount of $10 for three years are payable in advance 
with the application. Life membership may be obtained for $50 
plus Entry Fee. Time payment on Life membership is also avall- 
able: Three payments within 1 year - $25, $15, $10. 


CHAPTERS 


QCWA Chapters may be formed, upon approval of the Board of 
Directors, by petition of at least 10 QCWA members in good 
standing living in the same geographical area. 


CERTIFICATES
